Washington Prepared To 
Consider Individual 
Cases of 15 Nations 
Which Owe War Debts. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—(2)—The 
United States stands ready to hea ap- 
peals from European powers for a re- 
duction of the $1),000,000,000 they 
owé this couutry on loans during and 
immediately after the World War. 

Since Europe has finally agrecd at 
Lausanne to cut Germany’s repara- 
tions down to $750,000,000, the state 
department said today the United 
States is willing to consider individual 
proposals for a revision of debts from 
the 15 nations which owe this coun- 
try. ° 

No promises to revise or cancel 
debts have been made by the United 
States: But this goverument has re- 


/peatedly stated in recent months that 


it would grant a rehearing to Edi 

an debtors individually after they 
ave agreed among themselves. to set- 
tle reparations. 

The United States has insisted it 
had no interest in reparations as it 
refused to take any from Germany. 

Until the. Lausanne conference 
works out its agreement in detail and 
the full text is available to the state 
department, ‘Secretary Stimson and 
his assistants will not be able to ar- 
range plans for hearing appeals of 
the debtors. 

Any change in the amounts of war 
debt payments would have to be ap- 
proved by congress which is on record 
against further reduction or cancella- 
tion. Both the house and senate took 
this position in approving the Hoo- 
ver one-year moratorium on intergov- 
ernmental debts. 

Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill Repre- 
sentative Rainey, the democratic lead- 
er, told the house the Lausanne agree- 
ment “comes with crushing effect 
upon this country.” 

“Last June when President Hoover 
agreed to a year's moratorium, he can- 
celled for one year a $10,000,000,000 
indebtedness,” Rainey said. 

“When the president did that he 
cancelled the $10,000,000 they owe us. 
Qur taxpayers are going to be com- 
pelled to pay this $10,000,000,000 
through the years. . 

“It already is admitted that the

WASHINGTON, July 8.—(™)—In 
an appeal for the return of increased 
and stabilized commodity prices, Sen- 
ator Borah, republican, Idaho, today 
offered in the senate the Glass billion 
dollar currency expansion bill as a 
_ substitute for the Bingham amend- 
ment to legalize beer. 

“Any measure to stop deflation must 
be of greater concern than either 
beer or red liquor,” shouted the Idaho 
republican in the midet of debate 
over prohibition repeal and modifica- 
tion proposals, 

Declaring nine million people were 
out of employment and farmers were 
unable to sell their products, the Ida- 
hoan said there was “no escape from 
chaos unless the government stays the 
fali of commodity prices.” 

“If we are going to hold our gold 
and not let it go to other nations 
to build up their trade,” he said, 
“we certainly ought to use it as a 
basis for expanding our credit—not 
only ifito the millions, but into the 
billions.” 

Borah also urged the calling of an 
international monetary conference im- 
mediately without waiting until “aft- 
er the elections.” 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic letader, expressed the ho 
the Borah motion to substitute the 
currency bill. proposed” by Senator 
Glass, democrat, Vir inia, for the 
beer amendment, would: prevail.

' Borah gaid it had been estimated

Agricultural Committee 
of State Association To 
Hold 15 Zone Meetings 
Beginning July 18. 


Ways and means of marketing Geor- 
gia’s surplus farm products will be 


the object sought in 15 zone meetings 
of bankers starting the week of July 
18. This decision was reached by the 
agricultural committee of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association which met in 
Atlanta Friday afternoon. 

By reason of the safe farming and 
directed credit org which the bank- 
ers have followed for several years, 
the excess of food and feed on Georgia 
farms this crop season will be by far 
the greatest ever known, it wae said. 

aving encouraged this production, 
the bankers have said that they feel 
the responsibility of exerting their 
best efforts to provide for. assembling, 

acking and marketing the surplus. 

n these efforts the practical co- 
operation of the State College of Agri- 
culture is depended upon and has been 
most effectively employed. 

It was stated in the committee that 
more than 50 counties have estab- 
lished farm depots or distributing ma- 
chinery of one character or another. 
These counties are principally in south 
Georgia and, as the senxson advances, 
similar organizations will be formed 
as the maturity of the crops moves 
north. 

To encourage the establishment of 
these marketing plants and systems 
will be the motive of the programs 
to be carried out at the contemplated 
meetings. 

J. A. Evans. of Washington, D. C., 
associate chief of extension, United 
States department of agriculture, and 
regional director of the southern 
states, was present at the meeting 
Friday. In speaking to the bankers, 
he said, “I am impressed with the 
vigor and intelligence with which you 
are attacking this problem. Your 
success is unequaled anywhere in the 
country with which I am familiar. 
If we grow the crops we have got to 
sell them or go back to cotton. The 
movement which you are forwarding 
will make history. It is the only thing 
that can redeem the farm situation.” 

Professor J. Phil Campbell, of 
Athens, director of extension .of the 
State Cellege of Agriculture, who also 
met with the bankers, called attention 
to Georgia's record in the reduction 
of cotton acreage. The reduction in

These persecutions, not indictments, are a 
joke in Atkinson and Coffee counties. 


When I started the fight in the legisla- 
ture against the Brown machine (and Horse 
Doctor Bahnsen was one of its rottenest 
parts), which culminated in its destruction 
by Honorable Eugene Talmadge, this in- 
Bmous machine ig co-operation with some 
ank robbers, county robbers, and a boot- 
leg ring down there, tried to destroy me 
politically.. When they failed in this they 
tried to have me assassinated. was 
attacked by one of their gang. Instead 
of him being successful | covered him 
with a revolver and held him at bay until 
the sheriff of Atkinson county took charge 
of him. This gang packed the next grand 
oe and indicted me and turned the would- 

assassin loose. ? 


As to what the good people of Atkinson 
county think of such tactics in my last race 
in Atkinson county they elected me rep- 
resentative by a big majority over four 
men.

“There can be no return to pros- 
perity,” the governor said, “or relief 
from the intolerabie conditions which 
exist today until the purchasing power 
of the average man is restored. 

“The. buying power of the farmer 
has been destroyed. Agriculture is the 
basic industry of the United States 
and is the primary and fundamental 
source of all our wealth. Until the 
farmer is again pane on. hig feet it 
is useless to ‘talk’ of restoring our 
country to a ‘sound economic basis. 

“It. has even been the policy of the 
controlled press to cry ‘demagogue’ at 
every man who raises his voice to pro- 
test against those who exploit the 
masses. Not many weeks ago Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt: was: ealled a dema- 
gogue by his enemies because he pub- 
licly sympathized with the man at the 
bottom. I expect to be called a dema- 
gogue for my exposure of these preda- 
tory interests in this campaign but 
as long as I am fighting the battle of 
the masses I consider it a badge .of 
honor.” 

In urging a high tariff on jute, the 
governor said that it was not over- 
production that was the cause of the 
present conditions of the cotton farm- 
ers of the south but “underconsump- 
tion,” that had forced the price of 
the staple to new low levels.

It is certainly an alluring profession 
to the girl whose life is circumscribed 
by residence in the country, or in the 
small town from which there is no 
other escape. But if she expects to be 
happy and to make a succegs ‘of her 
life, she musn’t let’ considerations: of 
this kind betray her into the greedy 
maw of a hospital unless she has one 
of two qualifications that justify a 
course: a natural aptitude for care 
of the sick or a scientific interest in 
the things that the hospital houses. 
A burning, interest in human nature 
is not enough to warrant a woman’s 
undertaking such a life’s work. If she 
has this over- and above the native 
qualifications for the work itself, well 
and good. It would certainly increase 
the pleasure of her training and the 
efficiency of her work, for human na- 
ture in the hospital is like Adam and 
Eve in the garden of Eden, stripped. 
Any girl considering the nursing 
profession will find entertaining read- 
ing in Mary. Roberts Rinehart’s story 
of her hospital- experience. She enter- 
ed training when she was 17 and | 


found in the hospital all the things 
that every girl would like to. find. Of 
course, along with the pleasant and 
soul satisfying eXperiences, e had 
the unhappy and depressing ones of. 
coming face to face with the woes and 
distress of the sick and the broken 
hearted and the dying. Says she of the 
hospital 


“Here all the tragedy of the 
world is gathered under one roof. I 
had had no. preparation for it, nor 
for the human w I was to 
encounter, I had had no knowledge 
whatever of the cruelty. of the bru- 
tality, or the starvation. But I 
served my probationary. period of 
three years, and I ran the course 
as best I could. By the time I was 
ready to graduate there was no 
phase of human life and haman suf- 
fering which I had not touched. And 
there was bern in me something 
which has never died, which can- 
not die; a terrible and often de- 
vastating pity and compassion for 
the weak and the sick and the hum- 
ble. Those years in the hospital en- 
tirely changed my sense of values.” 


There, you see, is the compensation 
that comes to people that work with 
the sick and the afflicted. If you ligve 
ever had an illness in your home or 
ever been ill yourself you know that 
there is a sart of magic in the move- 
ments of a nurse. There is a healing 
balm in her fingers. There is a satis- 
faction in the rustle of her stiff- 
starched skirts. All of this, if you hap- 
pen to be thé sick one, But if you hap- 
pen to be the well one, hovering over 
a loved one that is sick- the nurse is 
all of this and something more. She 
is at home and calm and dispassionate 
in a situation that taxes your mental 
and moral courage. She takes orders 
from the doctor when your own dis- 
traught mind refuses to register any- 
thing. Her presence inspires hope be- 
yond any natural expectancy and 
when hope has fled she stands like a 
bulwark between you and the black 
enemy of whom you are afraid for 
your loved one. Figuratively, you may 
hide behind her skirts and for that 
refuge would not you give your last 
farthing? She enters the home as a 
paid employe. She remains there as 
an angel of mercy, And when she 
leaves it is as though divinity itself 
had tarried awhile.

Kentucky hearings in a congressional 
investigation of asserted terrorism 
among miners in that state are ‘likely 
to be recommended to the senate man- 
ufactures committee next. week by a 
sub-committee that made an extended 
study here.

In.a tentative report prepared for 
submission to the full committee, mem- 
bers of the sub-group held that be- 
cause of the limitation that witnesses 
had to appear voluntarily, their ‘pic- 
ture of conditions was “regrettably 

artial and incomplete,” and has 
ailed to obtain: 

“That full and desirable response 
to grave allegations of invasion of 
constitutional rights . . . that-official 
representatives and other residents of 
that state (Kentucky) will wish for- 
mally to explain if not repudite.” 

The sub-committee heard almost ex- 
clusively New York writers and stu- 
dents who were escorted out of Ken- 
tucky after attempts to investigate 
conditions in Harlan and Bell coun- 
ties. Representatives of a committee 
of pastors who went into the territory 
also were heard. 

The visitors from other states urged 
fdoption o£ the resolution calling for 
the investigation, which was intro- 
duced by Senators Cutting, republican, 
New Mexico, and Costigah, democrat, 
Colerado. Cutting is chairman of the 
sub-committee, whose members are 
Costigan and Hatfield, republican, 
West Virginia. ° 

The sub-committee’s tentative re- 
port contends that although these vis- 
itors had to depend largely .on hear- 
say,. the treatment accorded them 
“may be taken to indicate the attitude 
and temper of the local officials.”
